KATE FIELD'S POSITIVE IDEAS CON- 


CERNING WOMAN'S DUTIES. 


The Cu-oijenvtlve Home Association—Ac- 


tresses hi Newspaper Offices—Southern 
Women—A Teacher's Presence of Mind 
IteuiH of Interest for Housekeepers. 
Miss Kate Field, the author, lecturer 


and traveler, is a very positive woman. 
If you ask her a question she replies to 
it very frankly, yes or no. Bnt if she 
doesn't 
understand the matter she 


promptly askji why. Talking to her the 
othor <.la^ about what women are doing 
in the various fields of labor, I asked 
her if she noticed that women were 
really making progress. Frankly she 
answered: "I know nothing about it. 
But I do know this, that mothers and 
wives are singularly remiss in one im- 
portant department of life. The per- 
centage of women who know how to 
cook, how to dress properly and how to 
educate thoir children is very small. 
They begin wrong. They have never 
studied the chemistry of foods, for ex- 
ample. Some of them cannot tell to 
save their lives when food is properly 
prepared. They use no judgment in the 
foods they select for themselves and 
their families, and they know little 
about cooking. It is the same with 
dress. They follow the fashion, regard- 
less of all hygienic laws, simply because 
it is the fashion, and they are ignorant 
of the laws of health. 


One of the greatest necessities of our 


day, I think, is that more attention 
shall be paid to physical culture. Moth- 
ers should learn to understand the im- 
portance of this most important of all 
things in life. They should begin by 
Instructing .their children properly, so 
they may become healthy and strong. 
Then they should see that they are 
properly dressed and have a sufficient 
amount of nutritious food to sustain the 
body. It is easy enough fpr th? women 
of America to make the next generation 
the most splendid one in our history if 
they will only pay some attention to 
themselves. When they have done this 
it will be time enough to begin to talk 
about women's progress."—Poster Uoates 
in New York Mail and Expresa 


The Co-operative Home Attgociatlon. 
There is no greater public need at the 


present time than for a plan for co-op- 
erative housekeeping, which shall pro- 
vide in large cities refined homes within 
the reach of people of moderate means, 
and at the same time do away with the 
burdens of individual housekeeping. 


An association which aims to answer 


all of these requirements is about to be 
Formed in this city. Its main object is 
io band together people who wish to 
share in co-operative housekeeping. 


The general plan is to hire large 


louses in different locations to suit the 
various tastes an<J means, and to rent the 
rooms in these houses to members at a 
.ittle above actual cost of rent and run- 


g expenses, the percentage above 


cost to be used as a sinking fund. The 
ost of the public parlors, reception and 
other public rooms, and of general at- 
tendance, will be shared equally by resi- 
dents. 


It is expected to supply each house 


with telephones, district messenger call 
and every convenience, and as the asso- 
ciation grows it is hoped that reading 
rooms and gymnasiums may be opened 
n large houses. It is proposed also to 
form reading circles and to have lec- 
;ures and musical entertainments given 
occasionally in the parlors. 


If the residents of any house so de- 


cide, the largo parlors may be rented 
once or twice a week to societies and 
the proceeds applied to the payment of 
jeneral expenses. 
Vacant rooms may 


>e rented in the same way to parties 
who are not members. 


It is hoped the membership will be 


arge enough to warrant opening one 
louso on April 1.—New York Business 
Woman's Journal.

Tho progress of development in the 


woman's world therefore lies much in 
social lines—literary clubs, art clubs, 
afternoon teaa, etc. No explosive ques 
tions are proposed; the trend of thought 
follows a mental current with no under- 
flow of reform in any way; questions of 
art, of literature, of travel are all dis- 
cussed at the delightful afternoon f ort- 
nightlies, held in the different parlors, 
with astonishing clearness and close- 
ness. One might venture to say that 
the greatest readers and deepes't students 
are usually found among women away 
from the centers. They get from read- 
ing what their sisters in the whirl gain 
by absorption.—Harper's Bazar. 


A Teacher with Presence of Mind. 
The Fourteenth district school build- 


ing at the corner of Freeman and Poplar 
streets was the scene of what might 
have been a terrible panic recently.

Time to Start Pansles. 


It is not too early to start pansies for 


}lossoming outdoors. The seed should 


sown in a window box, set in a sunny 


window in a cold room, but where it does 
not freeze. Pansies love a cool, moi&t 
atmosphere. The soil of the window 
box should be kept rather wet till the 
seeds begin to germinate. When they 
are well up, thin them out, fertilize them 
a little with a teaspoonf ul of guano dis- 
solved in a quart of water and protect 
;hem 
from the sun in the middle of the 


day, 
but do not give them any more heat. 


As soon as the ground thaws they will 
be all the better for being planted out- 
loors, if they are protected at night. 
There is no spring flower that will give 
such fragrance and variety of color as 
the pansy. These "little stepmothers" 
as the Germans lovingly call them, show 
ih,eir full beauty and bloom only in the 
noist early spring. The great velvety 
blossoms diminish in size as soon as the 
summer comes and no care will preserve 
;heir size and beanty. They are essen- 
iiaUy a spring flower and their beds 
should be refilled by June 1 with sum- 
mer flowers, and a fresh supply of pan- 
sies should be sown in the late autumn 
or winter for the succeeding spring.— 
Mew York Tribune.

HOSTESS AND HER GUESTS. 


In Afternoon Tea Has Come to Be uJi 


Interest ing Gaiuc oT III do anil Seek. 
There seems to be some misunderstand- 


ing abroad in the community, and very 
'ikely elsewhere as well as in Boston, in 
icgurd to the true functions of the host- 
ss ut an afternoon tea; and the editor, 
•vho goes about burdened with the ter- 
iUic consciousness that he is the only 
erson alive who knows tho exact truth 
.bout everything, is willing to give an 
ithcrwise unoccupied moment in the 
•luc'idation of the matter. 


Tho duties of a hostess at an afternoon 
ea, then, are far more simple than they 
.re at most social functions. 
It is first 


iud primarily her duty to welcome every- 
body who arrives with either the air of 
greeting her dearest friends or with the 
blasu and wearied air of ono who has got 
beyond the point where any mortal was 
it the slightest possible interest to her. 
:t is at the option of tho hostess which of 
iheso manners she will choose, and of 
oourso if she is a clever woman, she se- 
lects the ono which is most becoming to 
her style of face iind figure, and drosses 
to suit tho manner decided upon. 


This being done, or rather this point 


being attended to, tho only other duty of 
the hostess which is of any especial im- 
portance is tho breaking tip of any inter- 
esting and pleasant conversation. If she 
perceives—and it is her duty to be on 
the watch with eagle eyes—that two per- 
sons are enjoying each other's Gociety, 
or that a couple are chatting together 
with any animation, it is imperative that 
she should swoop down upon them In- 
stantly, saying: 


"There, you two cannot stay here talk- 


ing all the afternoon." 


She must then select as a partner for 


each in a new conversation the person in 
the company who is most completely 
disagreeable to him and to her and ar- 
range each to his most complete dis- 
satisfaction. 


This is the great and most imperative 


object of an afternoon tea. 
The hostess 


is not a siiccess who leaves two agree- 
able and harmonious persons within 
speaking distance for more than an in- 
significant fraction of a moment; and it 
is by her power of making things un- 
pleasant that her cleverness and social 
savoir faire are to be jtidged. 


This peculiar form of social torture is 


mitigated by the part which tho guest 
is expected to play. It is his right and 
privilege to do all in his power to cir- 
cumvent the schemes of the hostess for 
his unhappiness, and to arrange the most 
pleasant possible tete-a-tetos in her de- 
spite. The longer he can prolong them, 
moreover, the greater is his rank as a so- 
cial lion. 


An afternoon tea thus becomes a sort 


of game, in which the cleverness of the 
hostess is pitted against the cleverness 
of the guest. The odds in favor of the 
hostess are the contrariety of circum- 
stances, the conventions of society which 
forbid the victims to leave the unwel- 
come partners to whom they are pre- 
sented except in ceremonious ways, and 
the fact that for the time being the 
guests are under her orders. 


On the part of the guests, however, is 


the fact that there are so many couples 
that it is an exceedingly clover hostess 
who t-an keep track of thorn all, and

What a Wyoming; Farmer Says About It. 


New York World. 


To THB EDITOB or THE WORLD: —A bill 


bas been introduced in Congress providing 
for the transfer ol the arid lands of all this 
Inter-Rooky 
Mountain 
regions to the 


States upon the condition that tbe States 
shall reclaim this land through irrigation 
by building great reservoirs in the moan- 
tains in which to store up tbe water. Mow 
at first gUnoe this looks very nicr. 
would ba a great blessing to tbe people at 
lirge if these reservoirs ojold be bnilt ace 
tbe waste water of tbe melting snow in early 
Summer be saved, for it is a well-known 
fiict that thn agricultural arfft of all this 
country ix limited to the amonut cf water 
that the streams afford. 


Tbere is only about enough water, with- 


out reservoirs, to irrigate about onu-nfth ol 
the prairie lands. The question is whether 
tbe transfer of the entire public domain to 
State control is the beet plan to accomplish 
this end? 
Cannot tha United States do 


this better than can the States? If so, then 
let tbe Uuited States 
appropiiate the 


icouey arising from the sales of this land 
to this beneficial purpose. 


I\ THE INTEREST OF COBPOBiTIONS. 


It looks >o as who are on the ground 


that this is a speculative scheme to get 
control of t! is land; as soon BH the State 
has control it will soil it in large bodies to 
great corporations on conditions that they 
reclaim said lands. 
They will go through 


the farce of putting water upon it; and 
when they g*t 'control they will fence it 
and convert it into groat oattlo pastures, 
that will effectually shut off the ranges 
from actual settlers who have braved tbe 
hardships of frontier life to build up tbe 
country. 


IT 
WOULD EFFKCTTJALLY STOP IMIOEATION 


To our new country, for tha homestead law 
would be practically a dead letter, and in- 
stead of actual settlers coming here with 
their families and settling upon a quarter 
section of land and making a borne for 
themselves there would be only a oattie 
ranch to many thousand acres. Is tbat 
the kind of settlers we wsnt? 
Certainly 


not. 
We want every available acre of land 


on which water can be placed, saved for 
actual bona-fide homestead settlers. 
Let 


these poor i migrants come here and settle 
this land and convert it in to prodnctive 
farms to feed the thousands who will come 
in the near future to work in our mines 
and manufactures. 


Oar land is the most productive land 


that the world ever saw, and ell we want 
is a market to make farming a great paying 
industry. 
But as we are at present situ- 


ated, if you let the ruuge pass into the con- 
trol of great corporations and they fence 
up the range our farmers will find that they 
can keep only a limited number of cattle 
on tbeir Uotni'steads; and tbe raising of 
stock is the only business at present tbat 
will bring in any money.

Now, if they conl.1 gobble up the fairest 


and bast portions of tbe country under the 
restrictions of the land laws of the United 
States, what will tb^-y be able to do when 
they get the land in the bands of tha State? 
They all control the Legislature and have 
it all in their hands. 
Bat they say that 


Ihe-y will recUirn the land. 
Well, let us 


see how they reclaimed this land under the 
Desert Act. 
They simply made a few dry \ 


ditches, and in some instances put a little [ 
water through them. 


THE BIFI'gBENCE 
j 


No one ta-dny can tell any difference in 


the land so reclaimed arid that is lying un- 
claimed, except that they have it fenced op 
for pasture. 
Now, will the Congress of 


the United States let tbe schemers rob the 
farmers who braved the perils of frontier 
life to make homes for themselves and to 
bniUl up a civilized country? 


'We appeal to you not to let this bill pass; 


it is not to the good of this State to pass 
this bill, 


It will not build reservoirs or reclaim 


one acre of land; it will not make homes 
for the homeless; it will only turn the land 
into the bands of great corporations for 
stock pastures. 


It is very true that there are vast tracts 


of land in all portions of this country that 
can never be maae fit for farming, simply 
for tbe reason that water cannot be put 
upon it. 
Without water it will produce 


only the wild native bunch grass, and it is 
therefore fit only for grnziog purposes. 


Should it be put upon tbe market it 


would only bring a small price, which 
would amount to ver> little towards build- 
ing reservoirs. 
It would be far better for 


it to remain in tbe hands of tbe United 
States. 
Let tbe people have the use of it 


to pasture their stock upon, for it is well 
koo#n that stock, when they have large 
quantities of range to feed upon, can live 
on tho range all tbe year. 


By letting this range be open to every- 


body, stock can be raised with very little 
trouble, and what land can be irrigated can 
be planted to alf.ilfa and feed grown to 
feed the stock a few raontn* daring the 
hardest part of tbe \Vii,t*>r. This plan will 
givp all classes of people on equal chance— 
the poor ranchman as well as the rich cat 
Neman.

Poison In Wall Paper. 


The report of the Massachusetts state 


board of health relative to arsenic in wall 
paper has been submitted to the legisla- 
ture. It was found that in 1,018 samples | 
collected in twenty cities and towns 889 
contained arsenic; in appreciable quanti- 
ties. According to the report, about S 
per cent, of the papers manufactured 
today contains more than one-tenth of a 
grain of arsenij per square yard, against 
30 per cent., approximately, ten years 
ago. 
Between CO and 70 per cent, of the 


papers sold are free t'roia arsenic, while 
about 0 per cent, contain more than one- 
twentieth of a grain per square yard.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.
